Dreadful Mortality In Bennrss, and the 


Oauia oi the Outbreak. 


CALCUTTA, April M.— An epidemic of 


cholera is raging in Hcnarcs. The mor- 
tality is very grout. In one day there 
wero reported ISO new cases and 135 
tt'aths from the disease. 


Dr. Gregg, the sanitary commissioner 


tor Itongtvl, recently issued a report 
upon an outbreak of cholera that oc- 
curred at, Scram pora, a few miles north- 
west of this city. Over tho whole of 
the affected area he found that tanks 
of various sizes, shapes and depths had 
been duj;, and that all contained very 
dirty water. Low, foul jungles, rcek- 
ng with bad odors, surrounded these 
tanks, the surf aces of which were almost 
completely hidden with thick, decaying 
water plants, with here and there a 
clear place, where the inhabitants wash 
their cooking utensils and draw water 
for domestic purposes, lletween and 
uround the houses are narrow lanes, 
bordered 
by narrow, deep, uneven 


drains, In which filth collects. 


Wherever tho people living in the 


houses in the neighborhood of these 
tanks had used tho water there cholera 
made its appearance, and the tanks are 
also the sources from which the milk- 
men obtain water for their cows, and it 
is more than probable they dilute tho 
milk they sell with the same water.

THE FREMONT HOME. 


Dnjustly Appropriated by the 


United States Army, 


HID FORCIBLY RETAINED EVER SIHCE. 


Serious Charges Against an Ex-Con- 


gressman From Indiana—The Lat- 
ter's Reply to the Accusation — 
Trying Again to Get Possession. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Jessie Benton 


Fremont, widow of Gen. John C. Fre- 
mont, wrote a Ettory for the last issue of 
Jennie Jtme's mug-azincs the Ilome- 


ker, that has caused much discus- 


sion. She calls it "A Home Foiind and 
Lost" and directly charges ex-Congress- 
man John Coburn, of Indiana, wilhbe- 
ing responsible for her failure to get 
bock her home in Han Francisco from 
the government, 
P According to her story, she went with 
the general to San Francisco eight 
years after their marriage, and picked 
out an ideal spot for a home. It was 
thirteen acres of the extreme end of 
San Jose Black Point, which juts out 
into the channel, near the entrance to 
tho harbor. The general bought the 
property for $42,000 in gold f*om Mark 
Brumageii, then a San Francisco banker, 
and had the deeds made out in his wife's 
name. 


Mrs. 
Fremont gives a picturesque de- 


scriptirm of the homo they made there. 
Thun came the civil war and Gen. Fre- 
mont, who had volunteered, wrote her 
to join him with tho children in New 
York. She heard soon after her arrival 
that the government had taken her 
home "for military purposes" but Sec- 
retary of War Stanton assured the gen- 
eral that the occupation was only tem- 
porary and would be satisfactorily set- 


ed; 
Af fcer tho war Gen. and Mrs. Fremont 


tried to get their property back but in 
vain, To-dav the commander of the 
department has the homestead for a 
pleasure ground. The locality is now 
known as Golden Gate park, aud the 
proper!^ is very valuable. 


The story ends as follows: 
"Twice we made application to con- 


gress for rodrcss. Twice the bill passed 
the senate to restore me my property. 
When the bill reached the house the last 
time it was stopped by a single objec- 
tor, The objector refused to give any 
reason for his opposition to what was 
otherwise sure of a large majority, de- 
spite the remonstrances of his friends. 
He was a Mr. Coburn, of Indiana. A 
republican who had asked and ob- 
tained 
"Mr. Fremon't personal 
aid 


for 
his 
re-olection, 
which 
had 


been doubtful otherwise. 
Mr. Co- 


burn was proof 
even against the 


tears of a young girl whose father was 
waiting the verdict tluit would leave 
him in poverty or restore him to for- 
tune. Tho father was suffei'ing from 
wounds contracted in the war, and Mr. 
Coburn's obstinate, unexplained ob- 
jection killed him. I trnst that, as 
there are few men eapablo of such cold 
cruelty as Mr. Coburn, I may have suc- 
cess in tho renewed effort I am making 
this winter to rogain my lost home." 


This article camo to ex-Congres.sman 


Coburn's attention lust week, and ho 
sent a letter of general denial to the 
Home-^faker at once, for which he de- 
mands as much publicity as was given 
to Mrs. Fremont's story. The reply 
will appear in full in tho Juno issue of 
the magazine; but the following synop- 
sis has buen given out for publication: 
He says that Mrs. Fremont has attacked 
him entirely without provocation, and 
that she has given an erroneous state- 
ment of facts. He quotes from the 
Congressional Record to show that Mrs. 
Fremont's bill came before him as a 
member of the house committee, on mili- 
tary affairs, and that on January 11, 
1873, he read the report on it before the 
house. The committee investigated the 
matterthoroughly, had opened hearings 
on it and gave opportunity for all tes- 
timony to be handed in. It came to the 
conclusion "that the claimants have no 
title to the lands and at most have an 
equitable claim for pay for improve- 
ments upon lands upon which they 
were mere squatters." The house con- 
curred in this report without one dis- 
senting vote. 


Next year, late in tho evening of 


March 3, n similar bill, passed by the 
senate, was handed to the house. Mr. 
Ho]man, of Indiana, objected to its 
passage, because it hud not been given 
to a house committee and Mr. Neglcy, 
of Pennsylvania, objected as it had pre- 
viously been examined and rejected by 
the house. 


Mr. Coburn, on the other hand, pro- 


posed a substitute providing that im- 
provements on the land be paid for'to 
the extent of $40,000. But tho house 
refused to pay anything, and the bill 
was dropped. 


"I had nothing to do ^vith the death 


of tho invalid father—in fact I never 
saw the weeping daughter," says Mr. 
Coburn, "and I hold myself innocent of 
any injury to Mrs. Fremont. lam not 
indebted in any way to Mr. Fremont 
for political help—in fact 
the aid 


is 
on 
tho 
other 
side, and any- 


how, 
I do not believe that politi- 


cal debts 
should 
be paid 
from 


the public treasury. "If not only a po- 
litical creditor is to be paid, but in ad- 
dition a gang of his squatter friends are 
to be subsidized out of the public 
money, then let me be considered an in- 
gratc." 


"I have not been at Washington since 


March, 1875," concluded ex-Congress- 
man Coburn, "and if the bill is such a 
popular one, I fail to see why it has not 
been presented und passed in tUe past 
seventeen years." 


Congressional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Chinese re- 


striction, or Chinese total exclusion, 
will occupy the senate after moaning 
business during the whole of to-day, by 
unanimous consent, and as this agree- 
ment only provides for closing the gen- 
eral debate at 4 p. m., and still leaves 
upon application, give her a lump sum
